dollars worth of cattle each year. 
Coming nearer home, in our own 
state, in a little territory tw enty m ile - 
square, in Geauga county, two hun­ 
dred farmers are announcing to the 
world that they have the best Hol­ 
stein cattle in the world, and that 
there is the place to buy them . 
Then 
sales of Burplus stock last year an« 
reported to be 6000 head and 
the 
amount realized over half a million 
of dollars. 
W hat can we do? 
There is much 
we ought to do. 
There is no room 
for selfishness of jealousy. 
If the 
Guersney breeders of our locality de­ 
cide to organize for the purpose of 
promoting their interests, and pushing 
their interests the J ersey man Bhouti 
be glad that the eyes of breeders and 
dairymen from other 
localities 
are 
turned this way. 
If the J ersey breed­ 
ers organize for the purpose of dev el­ 
oping and boosting the breed of the 
locality, the whole community should 
feel the benefit; not the J ersey man 
alone. 
Every concerted move which we can 
make for the betterm ent of our con­ 
ditions is a bid for publicity, and pub­ 
licity is the open doorway 
to our 
markets. 
W hat can we do? 
We had not in 
tended to more tlian touch in a g en­ 
eral way the benefits which m ig ht tie 
ex pected to follow co-operative effort 
in any given • Ii 1 —tioii.
